GAINSBOROUGH’S EASY DERBY VICTORY 



How Bayardo’s Splendid Son Won the Great Race 
for His Feminine Owner. 



Tlie running of tlie Ni-w Derliy at Newmarket 
June 4, iirovided an exiieeteil and iiopnlar triumph 
for GaiusiHirough. coneeruing widen Vigilant said 
iu laindon SiMUtsmau of the next da.v: 

“The old adage sji.vs that .von eaiinot liave tiKi 
iimeh of a gisid thing, but there are exceptions 
to every rule and, good as was the racing at New- 
market yesterday, eight races on “Iterby” day 
was more lliaii enough. No imiMirtaiiee attached to 
tlie oiH-ning race, hut as Irish Elegance was re- 
ceiving thirty-eight isainds when Diadem lieat her, 
success here drew renewed attention to Diadem’s 
great ex<s-llpnee. but some allowance must 1 h- ni.ule 
for the difference betwt-en a man jockey and a 
midget. In Divi.siou I of the Bartlow Two-Vear-Old 
I’late, The Pantlier showed either, that lie has come 
on a lot since tlie last meeting, or that OalloiH-r 
Light, wliieli ia-at him for the Norfolk ITate, is a 
really goo<l two-year-old. Sliglit odds were laiil on 
him and it was a one-horse race all the way. for, 
getting tin- bi-st of an indifferent start. The Panther 
increased his advantage at every stride and won at 
liis leisure by eight b-ngtlis. 

THE CLASSIC FIELD. 

“MaufoiTs four runners for tlie Derliy must. I 
fancy, constitute a trainer’s n-eord for the Blue 
Riband. Naturally the one most songlit for in 

the paddiH-k was Gaiusliorough. and lie was the 
most admired, tliough he looked ratlier small b.v 
tile side of Blink and Air Raid. Tlie favoriti- 
stripiH-d appreciably straighter iu condition than 
wlieu lie won the Guineas. He was as liard as a 
lioard and his coat shone like ]iolis!ied mahogany; 
in fact, lie was the pink of la-rfectioii. I have 
s<-eii man.v grander liKiking horses in the past, 
tliough it may be liyiKT.-ritieal to deserilx- the eolt 
as lacking in length. Air Raid was niueli admired 
and may not .vet be «|iiite at liis In-st, and Blink, 
too, found favor, as is not ttmisual witli a well- 
trained horse of liis color — -nearl.v lilaek. while 
■niermogeiie. whieh eomideted Taylor’s baud, fairly 
eiiallenged the fanlt-fim'.er. Notliing, liowever, was 
turned out in Is-tter trim than Somme Kiss, a big, 
mus*-ular fellow that had completed a thorough 
|ire|ia ration and was fit to rim for his life. The 
Kn-neh eolt. Mont Saint Eloi, is neat and eompaet, 
if not as attractive in a|o>earanee as some of liis 
<-ont»-m|Miraries. and a. rare mover, and, of course. 
Zinovia was mueii -admired for her guotl looks and 
line eniidii'inn. So was Treelare. whieii never 
striiiped better, but ni-rfectiy trained thongli he 
was. some found King John plain in appearance by 
i-omparisou with .some of liis rivals. Rivershore was 
well liked h.v tiie liest judges, Iiaving evidently done 
well since the last meeting, and it is no secret that 
tiie hoiM- was enterlained tliat he would beat Zinovia 
yesterday. McNeill, another fine horse, was as fit 
as liunils eould make liiiu, and taken altogether the 
field was gooil-liKiking and well trtiined. though 
IMissibiy not as gooil iu iKiint of raeing capacity as 
some whieh Inive contested tlie Derby iu the past. 

• HOW THE RACE WAS RUN. 

“Nothing was Is-tter liked in the preliminary 
canter than Zinovia, wliieh appeared )H-rfeetly 
eiHil. and Gainsboi-oiigh. xvhieli went with niueh fre«'- 
dom. which is more than can lie said of King John, 
wliieh is a sloven in his slow i>.-p-es. There was a 
n*volution in the betting and (tuinslMiroiigh jumped 
to even nione.v iind tlie demnnd increasing ihUIs of 
13 to S iiad finally to be laid on him. Rar one 
X to 1 was easil.v priK-uralde and at tliese odds 
Ziii'ivia was preferred to King John. Jtliuk. Momme 
Kiss, Air Raid, Riverslion- and Treelare. Wheii the 
start was effected. Air Raid went to the front, 
hut had lost liis place before going a half mile, 
when King John assumed tlie eominaiid, only to re- 
sigt! at the lialf- journey to Gainslsiroiigh^ xvhieii 
lheu;-eforward had an easy task to keep the rest at 
hay. Zinovia was in hoja-less straits a half mile 
from liome. wlieii, excepting the favorite. King .iolm 
ap|e-ai-ed to !«■ going la-st. Imt lie. tisi. was in 
trouhle lialf way down Plantation Hill and shortly 
after gave waj' to Blink. Tlie Manton se<-ond string 
eould make no impression on Gainsborough, which 
won unite eomfortabl.v, not to say easil.v for Lady 
James Douglas, who is tlie first lail.v to win th'i 
Di-rhy and has the credit of Imving bred the winner 
herself. 'I’reclare, wliieh came witli a Wet sail out 
of the Dip, finislied third and King John fourth..’’

BEN BRUSH LOST FORTUNE BY A NOSE 



Famous Horse’s Death Recalls His Defeat by Frinc-j 
Lief in National Derby at St. Louis. 



•St. T.oiiis, Mo.. July 2. — T1 m> death of the stallion 
Ben Brush at Lexington, .-eeeutly called hack to 
mind wliat was probably tlie greatest horse race 
ever run in St. I^iuis. Joseiih A. Murphy, who was 
secretary of the Fair Grounds at the time, yesterdav 
recalled some of the incidents of the rae<-: 

“It was iu tlie National Derli.v of 1S!)0. I lm,i 
closed tlie race for the Harlem race track of t’lii- 
eago and wlieii I accepted the iiosition of seeretarv 
Iiere 1 asked the local directors to take tlie race 
over. On the lioard, at tin- time, were C. C. Maf- 
fitt, Rolla Wells. James ('amiilK-ll, Governor Fran- 
cis, L. M. and Moses L. Rnmsey, Ed Walsli. a. B. 
Ewing and others. To business men S20.000 bsiked 
like a lot of money for one race, but 1 finallv 
outtalked them .-md the race was on. 

“It drew a wonderful field. Ben Brush. Prince 
Lief, Caiitive. Don Carillo, Ben Eder, -Vrgentina and 
Olliers. Ben Brush and Prince Lief, however, stood 
out. Bin Brush was 6wued by Mike Dwyer, one 
of tlie greatest plungers tlie turf ever knew. 

“1 n eall the race perfeetly. Ben Brush, a mere 
|K)ny in size, w.-irined up so sore tliat he could 
hardly gallop and his backers, wore in despair. 
Small as the liorse was, he liad the heart of a 
lion. Prince Lief took the track and set a heart- 
breaking pace, but could never shake off the little 
liulldog at his flank. On the far turn Ben Brush 
moved up and from there to tlie wire the greatest 
struggle ’ill local history was witnessed. “Soup” 
Perkins and Willie Simms, two of tlie greatest 
negro riders the turf lias known, had the niounts. 

“Sean-«-I.v an incli seiiarated the liorses during the 
last ijmirter of a mile and when tliej- flashed past 
Hu- wire I'rinee Lief’s muzzle just showed in front. 
The colts carried 137 iiouuds each and tlie race was 
run over the real Derby distance of a mile and a 
half. 'Tlic time. 2:34, was considered a great 
IM-rformanee, as the Fair Grounds was not a fast 
track. 

"Mike Dwyer, who stood to win a fortune on Ren 
Rrush, was standing on the track under the judges’ 
«taud. At the finish he looked no with a smile; 
‘it was a gr*>at horse race,’ was his quiet comment! 

“-V few .years afterward lie died a nervous wreck! 
I exiM-et if lie had cursed Ids liiek. disagreed witli 
till- judges, etc., he would still lie here. 

“Ben Brush ontiivml most of tlie central figures 
in till- r:ii-e. Br.von MH'li-Iland. who owned Prince 
l-ief. lias ln-en di-ad for some years. John farter, 
wlio was ill the stand with me, was lost in the 
B:ildwiu Hotel fire at San Francisco. The majority 
of t!ie old diri-etors are gone, too; but tlie ruee 
itself remuius green iu the memory of the iiassing 
geueratioa.’*

Dun- 
lioyiie was bred b.v Mr. Ilam-iM-k. who owns Ids dam, 
Workniaid. :is well as Ids sire and Ids iM-dlgree is 
gilt-edged. He is, iH-rliaps, as stoutly bred a colt 
as there is running, felt, a son of fomniaudo and 
Maid of Erin, she a half-sister of Voter, was a 
BriMiklyn Il.-tndieaii and JiM-key flub Stakes winner 
at three years old and lie lias had as much success 
since Mr. Ilaneoek established him at Ellerslie as 
an.v son of fonini.-;ndo at sei-viet-. fmiuette. fel.-in- 
dria, P.-iddy Whack. Eniliriiidery. fi-ank. Green Gold 
and many other gixal ones, at both sprinting and long 
distance running, have n:.-ide idni iNipiilar with raeing 
folk in the course of the last si-veii or eiglit years. 
The Boy, an exeejitionally goml youngster in tlie 
stabie of Richard F. farman. is a son of felt — Sand 
Dune. Tims. F. McMalion. wldcli A. K. Maeouiber 
ran up to $2.(KKt and took 1dm after he had won 
a selling race for Henry Waterson at Belmont Park 
on June 11. is a son of felt — Jainiua and an ex- 
ceptionally goiMl-looking eolt. 

Workmaiii, a daughter of Eon — Network, a grand- 
dauglitor of Eonetti-. wliose sire was Eothen, and 
who.se dam was f astagnette, she a danrliter of 
■Marsyas. is :i .sister of Workman. laiee, El Bart and 
Executor, and ii half-sister of Paddy Whack, Baii- 
try and Embroidery. B.intry. a son of felt — Net- 
work. pi-oliiilil.v will be heard from later on. He was 
one of till- h'.'st two year-olds iu the stable of James 
Butli-r last year and tlie indieations are that he is 
going to train into a first-rate colt tliis year. John 
Whah-n iias not hurried him. 

CONFORMATION THE BEST. 

DunlKiyne appears to lie as good as the best of 
the two-year-oli’.s shown so far. He is a tldek, 
well imide ehestniit. well halanecd, broad across 
the loins and aduiirabl.v iimlerpiiined. His great 
.Vnierie.-in Stakes vietor.v. wliieh was scored over 
High Time, Eternal. War Marvel, ynestiounaire. 
Star Ri-alm, Routli-dge, Stickling, Different E.ves. 
Tlie Trump and SliiK-Idaek, ever.v one of whieii had 
shown something worth wliile, either in private or 
under colors, was his siHaind this year. Wlien lie 
won his maiden race at Belmont Park from Grimal- 
kin. American Ace, Terentia. The Trump and four 
or five otliers, he was so son- fro'ni hneked slilns 
he could hardl.v Iioblile away from the scales. He 
has a great turn of spei-d. a quality witli whieh tlie 
sons and daughters of felt are generally liberally 
endowed, and splendid action. Neither P. A. Clark, 
wliose silks lie bore Saturday, nor William Hogan. 
DunlMiyne’s trainer, doubts his aliillty to maintain 
his Sliced as far as horses art- asked to go. 

If Duubo.vne trains on into a long distance run- 
ner, his ultimate Imine is to be Willi.-ini Woodard’s 
stud farm — Belair — in Prince George’s founty, 

Maryland. Belair is the show place of souther:i 
Maryland and it is to 1 h- the domicile of one of the 
strongest breeding establislinu-nts in the Old Line 
State. Alread.v Belair is the home of Heno. sin- 
of The Turk and He Will, and it is n-presenteil 
this .ve.-ir h.v Hie winner Lion d’Or. a son of Heno — 
■Vile d’Or. Battle, one of the gisal mares in training 
this year, also is to go to Belair when she finishes 
with raeiug.

except for his i-olor and the iiossi-ssion lif bi-tter 
looking hind legs, may be termed the acme of in- 
breeding to Domino. His sire, I'ltimus, is a son 
of fommando. b.v Domino — Ruuuiiig Stream, b.v 
Domino; while High Time’s dam. Noonday, as lias 
bi-en shown alread.v, is a dangliter of Domino. 
Higli Niain has ln-en a good prodneer when in.-(ted 
outside of the Domino fai-.iily. Suffragette and Mr. 
Butler’s big ehestinit liorse, Higli Niaui, wliieh lias 
two Toboggan Handicaps to his credit, being prob- 
alily tlie la-st of lier iirodnee no to the advent of 
High Time. Both Suffragette and High Noon were 
sired by Voter.
